10.argueth and gathereth very well from the ancient 
facrificesof the old Law, the which becauſe they had 
not the force and efficacy fully to wipe away ſinnes, 
were therefore reiterated many and ſundry times, but 
theſacrificeofthe Sonne of God hauing had that ver- 
rwe,power,andefhcacy : henceir is that it ought inno 
walcs to berciterated and offercd vp againe, hauing 
beene more then able and ſufficient,euen the firſt time 
to blot out and to quitthe finnesof the whole world,

ſhewing enough thereby that ſhee doth not beleeue 
the firſt to haue becne falfcient , impairing in this 
manner the authority, credit, and dignity of this only 
High-Prieſt, according tothe order of Melchizedeck. 

Read Ibeſcech you, and rake paines to conſider heed- 

fully, the7. 9. & 10.0fthe Epiſtle to the Hebrewes,and 

you ſhall ſee more cleerely , how your faith and be- 

liefe in this matter and do@rine of your Church, is 

farre different and contrary , to that of the Apoſtle 

Saint Pawl, and of the firſt belecuers of the primitiuc 

Church. ; 

Secondly, ſhee taketh from him the office and —— 

charge of mediatour, &c. when as to his diſparage- gycieern9nsf 

ment ſheſets,and appoints almoſt an infinitenumber 

betweene God and men, the Virgin, Saint Zeter, &c. 

the which ſhe commandsto be called roo , andtea- 

ches that reciprocally they vnderſtand our prayets, 

and makeinterceſhion for vs to his diuine Maieſty,&c. 

Now ifthis were true, itwould follow thence by ane- 

ceſſary conſequence that Teſus Chriſt our Sauiour, 

werenot alone theonly and ſufficient Mediatour, In- 

rerceſſour,and Aduocatefor men towards his Father, 

which nor only is moſt falſe, but alcogether blaſphe- 

mous, dire&lie againſt the Scriptures, inthe fore-al- 

leaged places to the Hebrewes, 7. and 10. andathou- 

and other the like,all which I omitof purpoſe (as alſo 

2 more ample proofe of this truth) becauſe the nme

compels mee tv paſſe it by infrience , and to comets 
the third thing , which I haue {aid is to bee confide. 
red in Ieſus Curiſt our Sauiour, to witzhis ſingular and 
not to bee equalled benefits, and graces, atiours, 
which ſo louingly hee hath communicated vnto vs, 
and wee haue received from him in fo great abun- 
dance, that ſo I may ſhew, and make plaine.vnto you, 
how your Church, and your Prelates and DoRoun, 
and you with them, doe likewiſe erre and taile greatly 
and fouly therein, and inthe humble, hearty, andlo- 
uing acknowledgement, which we ought to have to- 
wards that bountifull Lord. | 

His offices are many and in a great number, as I 
haue ſaid (yea almoſt infinite , and hee would neuer 
hauedone,that willrecount them and ſtand vpon each 
of them in particular ) but they may all notwithſtan- 
ding be reducedto theſe two ſpecials and particulars; 
which he hath purchaſed vs by his death and paſhon, 
anc! merited bythe effuſion of his precious bloud,out 
Inſtfication and Santtificaticn, which God promiſeth 
to his people in that new couenant, which heforetel- 
teth by /eremsy, 31. and 32. that hee was to make with 
them, rehearſed by the Apoſtle to the Hetrewes,8.and 
the 10. Behold (ſaiththe Lord) 7 will make with the 
houſe of 1ſrael, aud with the houſe of 1n14, a new Cout- 
nant ; whichis this: 1 will put my Law in their vnderſtan- 
ding,and will write it intherr hearts; (there is ſanQifica- 
tion) and 1w'll forgine their vnrighteonſneſſe, and 1 wiil 
rememver ineir iniquities, and ſinnes no more ; There is 
Iuſtification. 

The firſt then of theſe benefirs is our juſtification, 
which is the mecrely free remiſſion & pardon which

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God giues vs' of all ouroffences and finnes : witneſſc 
S. Paul, Rom.4. whotollowing Daxid, Pſalm. 32. doth 
placethe iuſtificarion-and happinefle of man in this 
remiſhon, as allo David denounceth the happineſſc 
and bliſſe ofrhatmanto whom God imputcth righ- 
tcouſneſſe without workes, &c. This pardon is got- 
ten anddeſerued for vs by the merit of Ieſus Chriſt our 
Sauiour,in as muchashe offering himlſel!c tor an offe. 
ring and ſacrifice of good and {iyeet fauour to his Fa- 
ther onthe tree of the Croſſe, hee hath thereby fully 
ſatisfied his diuine iuſtice for all our (innes, as 8. Paul 
teacheth vs, Xom.3.23.and 24.Being iuſtified freely,&c. 
and $.7o/n.in his firſt generall Epiſtle 1.7. The blond of 
leſus Chrift cleanſeth vs fromall ſine. And in the ſecond 
chapter, verſe 2. For he « the propitiation for our ſinnes. 
This. benefic of juſtification is communicated by 
God, through the free imputation of the merits of 
our Sauiour, tothe true belecuers apprehending and 
receiuing them through a true.and linely faith wor- 
king by charitic, 'as the Apoſtle: teacheth vs to the 
Rom.3.28, Therefore wee conclude that 4 man is tuſtified 
by faith without the workes of the Law. And in the hf 
chapter, verſe 1. Therefore being inftified by faith, wee 
haue peace with God through onr Lord leſs Chriſt: There 
i5 juſtification by fairh. Andas for the imputtation of 
the merir of Chriſt, hee ſheweth it there allo in the 
fourth chapter, when as telling how G2d had impu- 
ted to Abraham his faith for righteovineſle, hee ad- 
deth, Now inthat, that thiswas imputed to hind for righ- 
teouſneſſe, 8c. This faith is. not anidle imagination, 
or falſe illaſionandperſwaſion, or fantaſtical) ſpecula- 


tion inthe belecuers braine(as your Doors doe [lan- 
derouſly

derouſly ſay) but an holy aſſurance and firme confi. 
dence inthe bounty and mercy of God, bythe which 
we belecue that according to the truth of his infalli. 
ble promiſes hee will be gracious and mercifull vnto 
vs in [eſus Chriſt his Sonne, freely for his ſake pardo. 
ning vsall our faults. Such a beleete is nor idle nor 
truicleſſe in thoſe who haue it, bur fruifheth vnto all 
manner of good workes, 980 97K er 
holineſſe,loue, &c. Nor for to merit and obrainethat 
pardon, Which is already wholly gotten ; but tor to 
ſhew towards God that. we acknowledge this ſo. vn- 
eſtimablea benefit. This faith is not from our ſelues, 
but 15 2 ſpeciall gift of God, who hath giuen vs freely 
throurh his Sonne not onely to beleeue in him, but alſota 
ſuffer for ns (ake, as laith S. Paul, Philip.1.29. 

God hauing thus juſtified vs freely through faithin 
his Son, heſan@tifieth vs alſo through his ſpirit, which 
is the ſecond benefit that wee. haue obſerued tobe 
gotten for vsin Teſus Chriſt, and which he hath mc- 
rited and obtained for vs by his death.as we haue ſaid: 
and doth beſtow it vpon vs by the vertue and efficacie 
of his Spirit ofregenerarion and ſanCtification,by the 
which mortifying daily more and moxe the naturall 
corruption in which we all are borne, he makes vs by 
lirtle and little to renounce andto die to all (inne, for 
toliuerorightcouſneſle and holineſle all the dayes of 
our life, vntill that inthe end he doe ſancifievsfully, 
when as after this life hee ſhall receive vs into that 
other,in his heauenly glory. This is briefly that which 
concernestheſe two great benefits of our Lord, ac- 


cordingly as the Scripture and Gods holy word doe 
ſhew and reach vs.

Ic is apitifull thing to ſee after how many ſorts and 
manners Satan hath lamencably ſpoiled, fophiſtica- 
ted, falſified, peruerted, and corrupted in your 
Chutch, by your Paſtors and Doors, this doctrine 
being ſo wholſome and full of comfort touching theſe 


two benefits of Ieſus Chriſt our Sauiour : firſt, by ex- How Papiſ's 


tenuating as much as they could, and can, the great- 
neſle of theſe graces and fauours : ſecondly, by taking 
from him and robbing him of all what they can,for to 
attribute it ro the merits either of themſelues, or of 
others, and to their owne ſatisfaftions and papall In- 
dulgences. They extenuarte the greatneſle of grace 
two wayes : firſt, by leſſening and diminiſhing the 
greatneſle of our oftence and finne ; ſecondly, by de- 
baſing the exccllencie and perfeion of Chriſts me- 
rit. They doe leſſen and diminiſh the greatneſle of 
linne 3 f z indenying that originall ſinne deferues 
eternall death, contrary to that which the Apoſtle 
teacheth vs ro the Rom. 6. 2 3. that the wages of ſinne 1s 
death; and to the threatning of the Law,which ſounds 
thus, Curſed # he, whoſoeuer doth not continue and perſe- 
were to obſerue all things written and delinered in the booke 
of the Law. Secondly, by their diſtin&tion of linnes, 
veniall and mortall, teaching that there arelome pertie 
ſinnes which doe not deſerue eternalldeath and dam- 
nation, but rather pardon, which is direQly againſt 
that very ſentence of $.Paul, that the wages of inne is 
death; and that menace ofthe Law, Curſed i hee, &c. 
They debaſle the excellencie of Chriftsmerit, when 
they teach : firſt, that he hath not ſatisfied for thole 
ſinnes and offences which they call venzall, but onely 


for thoſe that are mortal, contrary tothat which Saint

tobn hath in hisfirſt Catholike Epiſtle, chap-1.7.Thar 
the bloud of Teſus Chriſt cleanſeth 1s from all ſinne. Se- 
condly, that as for mortall finnes, he hath only chan- 
gedthe cternall into a temporall puniſhinent, which 
is by them affirmed and maintained, not onely with- 
out any ground vpon the holy Scripture, bur alſo is 
much repugnant tothe goodneſle and mercyof 
whoin ſo doing would pardon but by haltes. Thixdly, 
that by thedeath of lefus Chriſt wee obtaine only xe+ 
miſhon of theguilt,and not of the puniſhment, which 
is as much, as openly to mocke with God, and todifa- 
null alcogether che mericofour Lord : for what is it; I 
pray you, to remit and pardon the guilt, butnot the 
puniſhment? As it a Maſter ſhould ſay to his feruanta 
Lordto hisſubic&, a King to his vaſſall,that had grie- 
uouſly wronged and offended him, Goc thy wayes, 
I pardon and forgiue thee thy fault, but I will puniſh 
thee howſocuer when I ſee time for that that thou 
haſt done, according as thou deſerueft. What pardon 
would that be ? nay would it notrather be a mocking 
of him ? It is enen ſo with God according tothem. 
They doetakefrom Ieſus Chriſt, and rob him as much: 
as in them lieth, of the glory of his merit, for coartri- 
bute it tothe merits of another, when asrefu{ingthe 
true pardon of God by faith in the bloud of his fonne,. 
they willthemſclues deſeruc of God by thepower of 
their workes this pardon.,and the truition of life euet- 
laſting : wherein they. doe iuſt like a wicked malcfa- 
ctor, who being in the hands and power of bis ludge 


ready to beexecuted,wouldrefuſe the grace _—

don of his Prince, and would make no vſe of it; 


would thinke that hee could mcrit, yea wovld-ſtifly 
maintaine,, 


maintaine, that hee had iuſtly merited-by his. good 
deeds both his freedome and the mn ofthe pus 
niſhment which was prepared madeready. for 
him, and to be one of the chiefe officersand beſt fur- 
niſhed houſhold-ſeruants of his Lord : wherein be- 
ſides the intolerable arrogance whereof they cannot 
(nor you) cleare themſclues, they fall into a groſſe, 
foule , and palpable ignorance ; firſt, in thar they 
thinke that they can of themſelues doe any worthy 
thing, and ſuch as can deſerue at Gods hands that 
which they thinke they doe deſerue, although not- 
withſtanding itftands fo, that of. our /elnes, as of our 
ſelues, we are not able to thinke any thine, but all our abili- 
te is and proceeds from God, as _ the Apoltie in 
the ſecond tothe Corinthians, chap.3, yea eucnall the 
moſtiuſt aQions of man, which God worketh in him 
through lis grace, are ſo marred,infeted and tainted 
with our naturall corruption,that they are all(as faith 
E/ay 64.) as ameenſlruous cloth. Secondly when as (for 
arefuge) they fay thatthoſe good workeswhichthey 
doe, arenorfrom themſelues, bur from the grace of 
God working in them: for it is little to the purpoſefor 
to preſume to merit of him by ſuch workesz it isas if 
vaſfall, chat had receiued as a free gift from his chietc 
Lordal the goods thar he poſſefſerh, would challenge 
to merit of him yet more then he hath recciued, for 


hauing gjuen him ſome apple, peare, or other fruit, 
which had gathered _ theſe grounds : there 
being farre be ortion betweene all the good 
that we doe throughthegraceot God,and the remiſ- 
ſion of our ſins or life everlaſting, which they thinke 


and pretend to meritby their workes, then there 4s.

berweene an apple and many large poſſeſſions. Forto 
merit, it is required that there be a proportion be- 
wweene that which we doe or giue, and that which we 
challenge thereby to merit : 1c is alſo required, that 
that whereby we doe merit,do come from our ſcluex, 
and be not giuen vs by him from whom weepretend 
ro merit: for to merit by grace, itis ro merit without

In vaine doe they honour me with their workes, and their 
feare towards me us an humane commandement inueuted 
by men. And yet notwithſtanding what is itthatthey 
make account of, or commend in your Church, bu 
theſe workes of ſupererogation ? Js it not therein that 
you put all the marrow and iuice of pietic, deuorion, 
perfeQion, holineſle, and feruiceof God ? And whar 
doc you make (for the moſt part) of ail the workes 
commandedand ordained by God,in reſpeft of thoſe 
which men haue inuented, buthay and chafte,which 
no manregardeth ? 2. They rob Chriſt of the glory ot 
his merit, inthat chey teach that wee muſtour ſelues 
fatisfic for che temporall puniſhment ofourſinnes and 
offences, our Sauiour having (by theirſaying) onely 


taken away the eternitie thereof. Vhereupon they A,.ing ple. 
haue deniſed and kindled in their braine the imagina- gator. 


rie fire of Purgatorie, which they ſetin the very next 
place,and asit were in the ſuburbs of hell, fortherem 
after this life to ſatisfie inour owne perſons the iuſtice 
of God for our finnes, as if the blowd of leſus Chriſt, 
which cleanſerh vs from «ll /inne, were nor a (vape and 
lye (as it were) ſtrong enough for to walh away all 
this filth, and: that we needed another ſcouring more 
ruggedand purgative, of fire altogerher av hor and 
violent (ſay-they) as hell-fire; it felfe ; for rhey mult 


needs know much certaine and aſſured newes thereof 
= 4 bk n 
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in particular, by therelation of ſo many ſoules as re- 
turne from thence,as they ſay.Butto what end, Ipray 
you? Is it for to haue Maſſes ſung for to haue ſervices 
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and obits ſaid for the dead for their deliuerie from this 
ſo boiling a fire ? Alas poore fooles, thar ſuffer your 
ſelues to be deceiucd and couſened bytheſe tales, fa+ 
bles, and gulleries, and to be muffled by theſe weake 
rerrours and humane inuentions ! Nogno : itisforto 
fill their purſe and belly, and tro make good cheerear 
yourcolt, and vnder the name and pretence of the 
poore deceaſed. But though it were true, that there 
were ſucha fire and place appoinred by divine juſtice 
for the ſatisfa&tion of ſinnes after this life, (whereof 
notwithſtanding wee haye not, nor can they produce 
any true, ſound and clecre ground and teſtimonie'in 
the Scripture) is there any thing amongſt all thoſe 
which they give and offer you for to deliuer you, yea 
alſo forto keepe you quite from the comming theres 
in,ſuch as are anniuerſaric Maſſes and obits,teftamen= 
tarie legacies and foundations, &c2? Is there, ſay,any 
of theſe things, yea any other that might poſſibly be 
deuiſed or imagined, which can counterpoiſe the 
greatneſle oftheſe torments which they faigneto be 
inthis pretended and ſuppoſed Purgatorie ? Truly.if 
that which the Deuill maliciouſly faid of the holy 
man 7ob, be true,though ſpoken by bim tea very bad 
end, Skinne for skinne, and all that a man hath he will gint 
for his lift ; how much moreſhallitberrue inthis ve 
tpe&, and what will not men giue for to free them- 


feluesfrom ſuch a fire, and to redeeme themſglues 
from ſuch tc 


very ſhirt, yeaceuento their skinne. And thus it is, 
and vnder this faire cloake and pretence, that they co- 
ſen folkes, and decceiucand abuſe poore filly people, 
ſqueefing out and drawing to themſclues all their 
goods and ſubſtance, for to make their owne hearts 
metry withall, and to make their fleſh-pot to boile, 
An horrible wickedneſle; beyond all compariſon, and 
more then deteſtable miſchicte and impictie ! for to 
make way for their auarice and gluttonic, vnder pre- 
tence of pictie, deuorion, and compaſſion towards 
the deceaſed. No, no: ifit were ſo (as I haue faid be- 
fore, which notwithſtanding is nor) that this Purga- 
torie and the fire thereof were true, nothing of this 
world, nor any bumaneaRion would beable and ſuf- 
ficient to bring 'deliuerance and freedome, and to 
counteruaile the paines and rorments; and we ought 
therein (as ſaith our Sauiour, but to another ſenſe 
then they vrge and allcage him for) co fatizhe the ri- 
gour of Gods iuſtice even tothe vimoſi farthing, and 
tothe ſmalleſt fault, before weſhould come out from 
thence ': which notwichſtanding would auour rather 
of a cruell Tyrant, then of a louing, piifull, bountt- 
full and compaffionate God, ſuch a one as ours is.Bur 
to their account, they doe deliuer themſelues yet 
more eaſily, and at acheaper ratethen the aforeſaid, 
by meanes of the Popes Indulgences and Pardons, by 
wearing apaire of Beades, or an hailowed Medaill, 
and ſaying three Pater-xoſters, or ſome ſuch other the 
like meere foolcries, bables, and inuentions procce- 
ding out of the forge and ſhop of ſomeluperltirious 
braine, or rathet couetous and deſirous 0 go and 


liluer, very fitin truth and conucnicnt for to helpe £0- 
F | wards 


wards the charges and cxpences of the Popes Cour, 
and of other Eccleſiaſticall perſons his deputies. Bux 
(as I haue ſaid) an impious wickedneſle and dereſtable 
impictie, nay, an horrible and execrable blaſphemie, 
thus ro difrobe and deprive [clus Chriſt of the gl 
of his merir, and to imagine by ſuch meanes to Cavigks 
therigour of Gods iultice, better then by the effeQu- 
all and divine vertue of his-precious bloud, ſhedfor 
the ſinnesnot only of the whole world, but of an hun- 
dred, yea of a thouſand, itſo many there were. | giue 
leauero all truly Chriſtian and religious ſoules, deſi 
rous of their owne ſaluatior} and zeale tothe honour 
and glory of their Sauiour, to thinke well of it, andto 
iudge whether this be to giue him the entire glory of 
our ſaluation,and whether he be well aſſured, leaning 
and being built vpon ſuch foundations. _” 
The time would faile me, if I diſeouer,and my heart 
would ake and pantar the fight of ail the filth and abo- 
minations that arc couecred and hidden vnder this 
clozke of merits and fatisfations, which are taught 
and preached in your Church, farre-more thenthe 
race, goodneſle,mercy,and free pardon of God; yea 
by the which merits and ſatisfaCtions this grace, goods 
neſle, mercy, and free pardon of God, and the merits 
of leſus Chriſt are not onely darkned and disfigured; 
bur quite defaced and altogether aboliſhed, as much 
at leaſt as 1n them licth. Ler that which hath beene 
{aid be enough, and ſuffice for this time, for to ſhew 
and make you to ſee how the benefit of ouriuſtificati» 
on by Chriſt Ieſus our Sauiour, is ſer as it were at 
naught by the Cocrine of your men. Let vs now come 
to the benehit of ſanQiication, which hee hath = 
WUuc 


wiſe (as Thatie already faid, and repeated twice oro p3rins 


thrice) obtained and merired for vs by his death ang << about Gn- 


aſſion, and by the effuſion ofthis prettous and divine 
þloud. This isno lefle perverted, corruptedand abo- 
liſhed, then the former. For in ſtead of acknowledging 
withthe Scripture (which teachethirvs) that of our 
owne nature, being dead in our fins, vnablero frame 
euen a good thought,and bring forth of our (clues any 
good thing, by reaſonthatthe whole imaginationof 
mans heart is ſet vpon nothing bur cuill ar all times 
euen from his youth ; God hereupon dotlibaptiſe vs 
not onely with water, but ptincipally with the holy 
Ghoſt, by the which correRing and mortitying by lit- 
tle and little the corruption of our nature, infeted 
with rhe finne which we bring with vs from the belly 
of our mothers, of vnbelecuers, impenitent, rebelli- 
ous, wilfall, and diſobedient to his commandements 
and precepts, ſuch as wee are of our ſeluesand of our 
owne nature, he makes vsto belecue his truth, takes 
from vs the hardneſſe of our hearts, makes vs flexible 
and pliable vnder the yoake of his lawes, and of his 
obed.ence, that ſo renouncing all vnfruitfull workes 
of ſinne and darkneſle, we may liue as true childrenof 
light inrighteouſneſſe and true bolineſle : in ſtead ( 
ſay) otacknowledging,teaching,and carefully vrging 
this, they doe the quite contrary, 1.extenuaring (as I 
haue alread y ſaid)and diminiſhing as farre as they are 
able, this naturall corruption and original! finne

the healing ofthis eni)), yer in effe& they doe quite 
diſanullthis, and attribute it to themſclues, and to 
the force and power oftheir free-will : 1. in thar they 
imagine thatin man, by the force and power of his 
nature, there arc ſome preparatiues and diſpofitions 
to receiue this grace, and conſequently that thereare 
in him certaine merits of congruitie;lo that withthem 
the cauſe why God offereth and preſenterh his grace 
ro one andnot to another, is becauſe the one is well 
prepared, (of himſelfe, you muſt vnderſtand, and not 
by the grace of God, ſecing he prepares and diſpoſes 
himſelfe for toreceiueit) andthe other isnot : avif 
man being ſo miſerably corrupted as hee is, could-of 
himſelfe doe any thing that might deſerne grace de 
congruo, as they ſpeake, that is, might binde Godby 
way of honeſtic and conueniencie, to beftow vpon 
him his grace : 2.inthat they make this graceto bee 
ſuch, as that all the vertue and efficacie thereof de- 
pends wholly vpon the libertie ofman,whichin effe&t 
is to make this grace idle and vnprofitable : for how 
canany man callthat medicine ſufficient,and effeRual. 
for the healing of a maladie, which can doe no good. 
without one certaine ingredient > Now do they make 
the grace of God liketothis medicine it can doe no- 

thing (as they ſay) nor worke in vs without the force 

and vertucofourfree-will, which isthe chiefe ingre- 
dicnt, 


dient, according to them,which giueth force and effi- 
cacic to this ſpiritual medicine.sthisro recommend 
the grace of God vnto-vs,or roexalt it, and is it notra- 
therto exalt manand his abilitie > Is not this to rake 
from God forto giue toman ? to rob the Creator for 
rocouer,decke,andenrichthe creature? Thus you ſee 
that thoſeof your Church (eſpecially your Doftours, 
dire&tours and Prelares) like to children of a peruerle, 
negleAtull, and vngratefullnature, with a preſumpti- 
on that ſhuts tocheir heart and puffes vp theirſpirit, ' 
they hate nothing ſo much, as to acknowledge, 
auouch and confefle their fault, paſſe condemnation 
vpon it, cry for mercy, aske pardon, and acknowledge 
that all their good and erernall happinefle conſiſts in 
the goodneſle,mercy,grace,and meerely free pardon 
of God : but doe extenuate as much as they cantheir 
fault and offence, doeplucke downe grace, and abo- 
liſh as muchas inthem lieth all pardon, that ſothe 

maynotſcemeto be beholden to Godzthey dopreac 

andextol}thegreatneſſe of their merits, by the which 
they pretend to make God beholden and indebted ro 
them : whence it is not very hard to confider,acknow- 
ledge and iudge, whethet cherrue bumilicie, which is: 
eſſentiall to Chriftianitie,and fo beſecming ir, yea the 
faireſt and richeſt ornament of a true belecuer, can be 
in them, who not anely maintaineand wiltully defend 
ſuch a dorine, bur doe glorytherein, and doe op- 
pugne and perſecute evento the fire and bloud,thoſe 
which on the contrary, forſaking themlſelues, and all 
that can come from their owne ſtrength and merits, 
have no other refuge,prop, foundation and aſſurance 


for their eternall ſaluation, then in the meere bounrie,

ace, mercy, and free pardon of God, in Ieſus Chriſt 
is Sonne, his merit, and interceſſion. | 

Hee ſhould ncuer haue done, that would relate, 
ſhew,and ſet to view all the abuſes anderrours touch. 
ingthe points of faith neceſlary to ſaluarion. Gather 
only andindgeout of that lirtle which the [horcnefſe 
ofthe time & this dilcourle giues me leaueto ſpeake, 
whether the firſt ground-and toundatian of ſaluation 
premiſcd and ſuppoſed, to. wit, a truefaith and be- 
leefein leſus Chrilt, (ſuch asthe Scripture declareth, 
and requireth of vs) is and can bee tound in your 
Church, in whbichis taught and preached adodrine 
ſo diametrally contrary and oppolite to it, yea againſt 
all reaſon; and whether [| have had iult caule and oc» 
caſion to withdraw my {clic from thence (anid you al 
ſoare bound rodoe the like) in caſe that you and] 

deſire ro workeout our faluation, _. . 
Burt that which is worſe, and more to be lamented, 
(cuen with teares of bloud ifit were poſſible) is, thax 
for the moſt part amongſt thoſe ot your Church, 
there is no more any faith,or la w,or God, or religion 
at all: bur þy a lamentable euent (permitted no: with, 
{tanding by Gods prouidence for the juſt punilhment 
of their deſerts) arc fallen into a groſle ignorance of 
matters of God, (1 will not ſay into Atheiſme) andis 
fulfilled inthem complecatly and in all points, that 
whichthe Apoſtle 8, Pazlhath ſometimes ſpoken of 
the Gentiles, Pagans, and Idolaters, in the firſt tothe 
Romans, namely, that hawing know ne God, they glorified 
him not as Goa, nejther were thankfull ; but becam: wvaine 
in their 2 ,and their foolſn heart was darkened, 
profeſiing themſeluts is be wiſe, they became fooles, and 
changed 


changed the glory of the ineorruptible God into an image. 
mide like ro acorruptible man;&c. And who then would 
not withdraw himfſelfe from men ſoblinded, and gi- 
ucn Quer tocrrour, 'and the darkeneflſe of ignorance? ' 

Now if their faith beſuch ( orfortoſpeak aright & 
more properly) theirvnbeliefe ſo great, what can bee 
hoped and looked for of the other, I meane of the 
manners of theirlite ; indeede it is very likely, that 
ſuchas is the done, ſuch will be the lifeand man- 
ners, namely peruerted and eorrupted,&c.

aſſured foundarion of eternall ſaluarion, as wee haue 
ſaid and declared before: 

As tor the firſts the true teſtimony, the certaineand 
vndoubred prootethereot among(t many that mighr 
be giuen and alleagedis, an heartie and louing zeale 
and affetion ro his. honour, worſhip,aad ſeruice,and 
to the erue obſeruing"of his lawes and ordinances, 
and theentire and perfect fulfilling of his holy will, 
as farre as our weakenes and frailtie can ſuffer vs, and 
theeſtareand condition of ourcorrupt and in:ected 
naturecan permit and beareir.  Jf you loue wee, (itch 
our Saviour, ſpeaking of this loue to his Apoſtles,and 
Diſciples, and to vs intheirperfons, and in the 14. of 
S.tohn) keepe my commandements. He that hath my com- 
mandements and keepes them, hee it ithat loues me:.. And 
thisheerepcats many and diuerstimes, and amongſt 
others , that well beloued and fauoured Diſciple, 1n

reaſon itſelfe which is cleere andplainefor it) our $a+ 
viour in theſame place before alleaged, of the Euan- 
geliſt Saint 1ehndoth ſay ,Hee that loweth mee not, faith 
he, doth not keepe my words : andthe ſame Saint Joby, 
inthe fore-citcd places: He that ſarth, I hane knowne hin, 
and yet doth not keep hu precepts and commaunadements, he 
liar, and the truth « not in him. 
As for Gods honour,worſhip and ſeruice, it is dou- 
ble, and of two ſorts, externall, outward, and of 
the body, ſuch as be preſcriheth vntovs in his word; 
namely that Liturgy, or outward and pvblike ſeruice 
wherewith hee will be honoured, (cuen publikely in 
his Church) conſiſting of the duties of picry, andthe 
externall aRions of religion , which doe ſhew and 
reſtifie ſome humilitie, dieGion ſubmiſſion, affeRth 
on and acknowledgement of the minde towards his 
divine maieſty. Internall, inward, inthe ſoule and ins 
moſt part of the minde , by a true acknowledging 
of his immenſe and infinite excellence, perfeCtion 
and greatneſſe, and of the ſundry and innumerable 
obligations wee owe him, with an humble ſubmifh- 
on, a moſt deieted humilitie, and low deiefion be- 
fore his ſupreame maieſty, honouring, adoring, fea- 
ring, reſpeQing, cheriſhing , and louing him with all 
rhe trength and power of our ſoules, the faculties of 
our mindes, and the affetions of our hearts , as our 
onely bliſle and chiefe maſter and Lord , from whem 
we 


what wee haue ,- and what wee can at any time chal- 


lenge, looke, and hope for, both in this life, and in the 


other, referring in the meane time, and giving ouer 
our ſe|ues, and all what belongs to vs, or concernes vs, 
our lines, perſons , goods, bealch, honours, affaires, 
and other the like wholly co hisdiuine providence, to 
the endthat he may do with them as he ſhall thinke 
ficting, and according to his pleaſure and ſacred will, 
as belonging wholly to him, with atrue confidence 
certain & firme hope, and an vadoubred aſſurance of 
his divine goodneſle, infinite mercy, and premiſes of 
laluation, and this is the chicte honour, worſhip, and 
ſeruice , that God wiſhes, deſires, and demaunds 
of vs, as ſheweth very wel the Sonne of God himlſelfe 
leſus Chriſt, our Sauiour anſwering to the queſtion of 


mehold by meere dependarice, and fiee, bountifull 
and liberall communication all , what wee are, 


the Samaritan woman z The true worſoippers, faith he, Tohn 4. 


ſhall wor ſhip the Father in ſpirit aud truth , and ſuchare 
thoſe he deſires, demands, and ſeckes after : And hee 
giuerh the reaſon thereof, Berawſe God s 4 fpirit, ther- 
ore his worſhip ought to beſpiriruall, internall, and 
inthe truch of the heart, anſwerable to his nature z by 
ſomuch more noble, excellent, perfe&t, andcom- 
pleate, thenthe externall and corporal, by how much 
the ſoule ſurpaſſerh and excecdeth the body,in exccl- 
lent perfeRtion and nobleneſle : free, vnuiolable, in 
the Lbertie and power of euery one, and{uch as can- 
not be hindered (as the externall and corporal!) by a- 
ny indeauouror change whatſocuer. For hee that is 
lame of his whole body, hegthatlics}in his bed grie- 
uoully and mortally x thatis clogged with t- 
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rons both on hands and feet, and kepr-priſoner inthe 


" bottomeof an obſcure anddarke dungeon, hindered 


from making, or ſhewing any figne of outward ſer 
uice and corporallreuerence, may hauc his heanand 
ſoulc lifted vp and deuored'vato God: ; and maylerue 
honour and worſhip him ſpititually; as did /oxasinthe 
belly of the Whale, and inthe deepe'ot rhe warers, 
and bottome of the ſea : Manafſes in his priſon,thedif- 
eaſed with the palſye, inhis bed and couch, and the 
ood theefe hauing all the members and parts ofthis 
dy faſt bound and tied. This being as the cauſeand 
the mother which bringerh foorth, and ingendereth 
the outward and bodily,which is as it were the ſcum, 
which ariſes and proceeds from the boyling of the 
fireofrhe inward and fpirituall deuotion : to be ſhort, 
this of it ſelfe alone-is good and: perte&, retaining 
andcarrying with it, his worth and value , yea andin 
neceſſitic ſufficient. But the outward and corporall 
is ſo tarre from beingalone good and ſufficient, thatit 
is rather a delufion and Maſcarado; ir is that hyps 
crilie ſo much cryed outvpon, blamed, and condet 
ned by the Sonne of God, our Sauiour, inrhoſe, who 
with their ſtrange behaviour, and countenance, and 
with ſome geſtures , '2&ionx ; and ceremanies, doe 
thinke they can flatter God, andidiſchatge their durie 
towards him, doing it onely wich the tip andendot 
the tongue, with their mouth and edge of rheir lips, 
without any heart, deuotion, affeion, or ſpirit : Ths 
People, faith he, bonoureth me with their (ippes,. but thei 
heart and ſpiritis farre from me, This is iuſt ſo asthe 
lewes did, who at the paſſion of our Sauiourdid kneele 
before him, ſaluted him; King and Prophet ; "_ n 
El» 


far the moſt part thoſe of your Church ate remooued 
(but what do L ſay ?) almoſt quite depriued,and difto- 
bed of that heartic. and: loving zeale and affeRionto 
the obſeruing of. Gods lawes and commandements, 
to thefulfilling of his ſacred will, and to the true wor- 
ſhippe and ſeruice which hee deſires, demannds, and 
ſeckesat our hands ? daily experience makes vs ſee it 
with our eye , andtouch it with the'fin 
deede we ſhould bee quite void both of eyes and vn- 
derſtanding, if wee didneitherſee nor perceine it: ir 
is the leaſt of their thoughts, and the leaſt of rheir 


cares, whereof they make no eſteettie, no reckoning, 


preferring the edits, commandements, and ordinan- 
ces of a mortall, fraile, and periſhable man, to thoſe 
of thag (upreame and divine maieftie, of that glori- 
ous, eternall, and almighty monarch : yea eſteeming 
leſſeof theſe, then of their owne irregular paſsions 
andaffeions, corrupred appetites , filthy concupi- 
ſcences, and inſatiable delires, andfor the moſt part 
ſtanding vpon, and comtenting rhemſclnes with the 
onely meere cxternall, and corporall honor,worſhip, 
and ſeruice, with vſing ſtrange behauiour and cere. 
monies,making faces, offering of cierges, being =o 
ſentat Maſſes, offices, and feruices ; rightly dividing 


derifion and mockery : Now who knowes not how How Papilts 


offend in both 


theſe worlhips. |

their beads, running ouer their houres, ſaying rhe ſe- 


nen Pſalmes & the prayers for the deceaſedvrtering 
many words and vocall prayers, babbling and mutte- 
ring them all the day longin an vnknowne language, 
and wordsnot vnderſtood , without deuorion, with- 
out attention; without affeRion'of the heart,che wil, 
or the minde, ſpeedily, poſtingly, with baft,and _ y 
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for faſhion ſake, never , or very ſeldome, lifting yp 


their mindes to the conſideration of the excel 
grcatneſle , and divine perfetion of that ſupregme 
maieſty, orvf their ownevileneſſe, baſlcneſſe, worth. 
leſneſle, and nullity , in compariſon to him, andto 
the innumerable obligations they owe him, forto 
bring foorth the ations of deepe humility and lowe 
ſubieRion,'of true and hearty and inward acknow. 
ledgement, of the feruent and ardent loue , of the 
honour,reſpe&, and high reuerence they beareto the 
God of bountie, and King of infinite glory, greatnes, 
and maieſty , with an intire forſaking of our ſelues, 
and totally and perfeftly ſubmitting vs to his diuine 
prouidence, diſpoſition and will, which notwithſtan- 
ding is the true honour worſhip and ſeruice (asI have 


| already ſayd) that he wills, demaunds; and fethee at 


our hands, and thatalone is pleaſing and acceptable 
ynto him him ; and not onely hauenot any true conk- 
dence, certaine andfirme hope, and in Ellible aſſu- 
rance in his divine goodnefle, and infinite mercies, 
and promiſes of ſaluation, or any refuge to himin 
their neceſſities: but euen rather doe blame, repre- 
hendand condemne on the contrary ſuch as docfo, 
(at the leaſt oe DoQors) giuing by a blaſphem 
no lefſe horrible anddeteſtable, then worthy of 1 
manner of puniſhment, to this holy, heartie, and 
firme confidence and aſſurance in the bounty and 
mercy of God, the name and title of diuilliſh pride 
and preſumption. And they goe themſcluesmiſtruſt- 
fully, and fend likewiſe others in the troubleſome 
nces that happen and come vponthem , to others 
es him, fortobe guarded, freed, and deliuered 


there x: 


there-from, exprefly againſt the Scripture and. the 
plaine words of our Sauiour, by which hee inuiteth vs 
ſolouingly to berake our ſelues vntohim, when wee 
ſhall feele our {clues weariedand heauy laden with 
afflition and anguiſh , with a cerraine and aſſured 
promiſe to caſe vs; imagining the whileſt, and think- 
ingthat by themeanes of this meerely cxternall wor- 
ſhip, they are not onely quitted and diſch , and 
thatthey haue well and fully fatisfied their dutie to- 
wards God, butalſo,that for it he is beholden tothem, 
and remaines in their debt. No, no : this is not thar 
which he requires, demands,and ſeekes of them, bur 
rather their ſpirits and the affe&ions of their hearts. 


God x 4 ſpirit (faith our Sauiour) end hee that will ſerue, 1,4.,. 


honour, and worſhip him, be muſt doe it in ſpirit andirath 
of heart: and (uch are thoſe whom he ſeckes, demands, 
and lookes after. He is ſo farre from being pleaſed and 
delighted with this outward and mecrely corporall 
honour, ſeruice and worſhip, that on the contraryhe 
deteſts and hates it, and infinitely and extremely ab- 
horres it, as we haue ſaid. But how indeed can he like 
it, being without hearr, affeQion, deuotion, oratren-. 
tion ofthe minde, which is that which he loues, che- 
riſes, commends,and eſteemes moſt in all of vs? And 
beſides, it being for the moſt part nothing but 'a 
meere humane inuention, not onely withour his ex= 
preſſe ward and commandement, (who notwithſtan- 
ding ought not to bee ſerued at the pleaſure and dil- 
cretion of men, but according to his will reucaled 
and manifeſted in his ſaid owes alſo a_ and 
formally contrary to it, as is the Maſſe, and that 


which depends thereof, the inuocation of Saints, 
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praierin alanguage not common nor ynderſtood and 
other the like. Andnow let them freely goe boaſting 
that they haue the love ot God: No, no (faith our Sa- 
viour) he that keepes not my words, fleeloves.me nt : Hee 


that keepes not the precepts and commandements of God 
(faith $.1ohn) he 4 lier, andthe truth s not in bim. And 
then how canthey louc him, when they giue him nor 
the honour, the worſhip, and trueſeruice which they 
owe him, and which hee wils, requires, and demands 
ofthem, but doe almalt wholly alter, corrupt and de- 
ftroy ir, and in ſtead of the truth, offcr and preſent vn- 
cohimonly a meere dead body and appazition? .' 1 
. Nowhethat hath not inhim,, andis deuoidof the 
loueof God, how ſhall he loue and make much ofthis 
neighbour? No, no, (ſaith 8.10hn) if a may ſay 11one- 
God, and hateth bis brother; he i 4 lier. why to ? For (as 
he addeth) hee that loueth not hs brother whom hee hath 
ſeen, how can he loue God whom he hath not ſcene ? It is 
impoſſible : and hee thus concludes ; This commande- 
ment hane we from him, that hee who loueth God, lowehis 
brother alſo. 'Theloue of our neighbour (faith he Mo+« 
raliſt 8.Gregorte) is produced and brought foorth by 
the loue of God, andthe loucof God is nouriſhed and 
maintained bythe loue of ourneighbour : and truly 
he that isnegligent and carelefle in louing his neigh- 
bour and Chriſtian brother, knowes not how hee 
ought to loue God, nay loues him notart all. I neede 
not ſtrive and ſtand much vpon the proofe and teſti- 
monie ofthis truth in the moſt part 'of them of your 
Church : it is knowne and appeareth well enough of 
it ſelfe, withour labouring to bring it rolight; the San 
and the light being not more viſiblethenthisis a 
an 


and manifeſt, that there isno more any love, charitie, 
affeion , good-will, vnion; and concord amongſt 
them : there is nothing bur diuifions, difſenſions, par- 
tialitie, enuiegtealouſie, murmurs, derra&ions, ſlan- 
ders, riots, diſputes, bloudy hatred, and morrall ran- 
cour of the one againſt the other ; no agreement, no 
accord, no proportion,noreſpe&t and relationof pie- 
tie or compalhon rowards the afflited, nocharitable 
aſiſtancein thebehalfeof the poore andneedie,in no 
wiſe at all. And if ſo be that ſomeofthem (as there are 
alwayes ſome particular honeſt and charitable men, 
and we mult ingenuouſly confeſſe ir, and giuethem 
this commendation and reſtimonie for thetruth) chat 
glue and impart ſome of their goods and revenewes, 
ic will be to no good purpoſe, rather for to found and 
cauſe ro be faid forne Mailes, ſeruices andoffices, and 
ling leerowayes (that I may fo ſay) and celebrated in 
poalt-baſte and tor a faſhion, withour any pietie, de- 
uotion,affeRtion,and attention of the heart and minde 
whatſoeuer, but with athouſand irreuerent infolen- 
cies, diftrattions, and wanderings of rhe minge, (with 
bad thoughts, being rather horrible and deteſtable 
blaſphemics, then praiers and orizons acceptable to 
Godzfor to build Chappels,Monaſteries,and Couents 
to feede and make fart the lazie bellies of Monkes, Re- 
ligious and other volunrtarie poore men,idledroanes, 
and vnfit todoe any good, but co dine, make good 
cheere, and leepefor their eaſe 3 then to maintaine 
andrelecuethetruly poore, needic, and ſhametaſte 
members of leſus Chriſt, who die of hunger,cither 4; 
their gates, or within their houſes, without hauingany 


notthem ; they thinking, be- 


care, pittie,or coimpalio _ 


ingperſwaded, and making themſclues belecue, that 
they arediſcharged, and haue well done in regardof 
their dutic and obligation towards God, whenthey 
hauefilled the wallers and bottles, and with good and 
daintie meſſes couered and furniſhed the tables of 
the Capacins, RecollefFs,and orher the like begging Fris 
ers, the true thecues of almes, and deuourers of the 
ſubſtance duetorhetrulypoore and needic, whereof 
chey (hall giue (both the one andthe other) a moſt 
ſtri& account to God, and thall be moſt ſeuerely and 
gricuouſly puniſhed. And if chat ſometimes (which 
notwithſtanding happens bur ſeldome) they doe any 
good, and beſtow their charitable aſſiſtance vpon the 
truly paore and needy, vpon the diſcaled, vpon prilo- 
ners, and ſuch like, yetit is alwayes ioyned with this 
leauen, that marres, makes ſowre, and corrupts the 
whole lumpe, namely with an opinion and deleefe of 
meriting, andofmaking God by the meanes of theſe 
things indebted tothem : whereas wee ought ſimply 
to exerciſethe workes of charitie, pictic and mercy, 
out ofa pure and fimple affe&ion and compatſhon to» 
wards our neighbour, and for to teſtifie our loue and 
_— towards God for the infinite fauours and 

enefits that wee haue receiued and doe daily receiue 
fromhim.' 

Now all what is beforeſaid being thus, wherein 
pray you can they teſtific their loue towards God, 
their zcale and affeRion to the obſerving of his lawes, 
commandementsand precepts,ſecing that that bein 
the firſt, chiefe, and as it were fundamenrtall in reſpett 
of all thereſt, yer they doe not obſerue it 2 But what 
doc I ſay? nay they thinke pot once of is,nor atall yn

forit. By what can we know that they are the Dilci- 
les of our Sauiour ? ſeeing that (as himſelfe witne(- Toh 1 4.2 5. 

ſeth) this is the firſt marke and chiefe roken whereby 
toknow them, yea to put adiſtinion berweene the 
goodandthe bad, the ele& and reprobarte, the chil- 
dren of God and ofthe Deuill,as ſaith great S. 4yſ/tiv - 
and $./9hn confirmes it in the third chapter of his firſt \ 
Epiſtle 3 Hereby are manifefted the children of God, and 
the children of the Deuill : whoſoener doth not righteouſ< 
neſſe, and loueth not his neighbour and Chriſtian brother, 
& not of God, and conſequently of the Deuill. Iudge 
then what they are, and you alſo cenſequently, and 
whether I haue had iuſt cauſe to withdraw my ſelfe 
from you, for to vnite and ioyne my ſelfe with the 
children of God, with the children of light, with the 
elet and predeſtinated. 

But theſe two chiefe and fundamental! grounds of 
religion and ſaluation being caſt on ground, what 
will become of thereſft of the edifice and building ? 
I meaneof thoſe heauenly and diuine virtues thatare 
needfull and requiſite to the perfeRion of a good 
Chriſtian. It muſt needs be that they alſo fall downe, 
and that in their ftead doeſucceede and bee erefted a * 
body of all vices and ſinnes,whereunto we ſeethatthe 
greater part amongſt you doe apply and giuethem- 
ſelues ouer. Theremainder of that which S. Pawl had 
faid ofthe Gentiles inthe place before alleaged ofthe 
Epiſtle to the Romans, being truly fulfilled inthem : 
For this cauſe Sod gene them wp 9 wile affections, for Ver(36. 
euen, &c. | 

But wee need not wonder at it, ſeeing thatthoſe of i 
whom you ought to receiue - precepts and do- I: ( 
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Arines ofſaluation, and who oughtto be vnto you ag 
lights and lampes for to guide and leade youthorow 
the obſcure darkneſſe of this mortall life, into the way 
of virtue and heauenly felicitie, I meanethe Paſtours 
and Prelates amongſt you,men that are dedicated,de- 
uotcd, and conſecrated to Gods worſhip, are they 
that are your ſtumbling blockes,and ſtones of offence, 
andthruſt and carry you by their bad examples, per- 
uerſe and corrupt actions, diſordered and irregular 
life, to the like enormities. Ir is a thing too well 
knowne, auouched and confeſled, fothat weencede 
not ſtay nor ſtand any longer vponthe proote thereof. 
As alſo it would be but a wronging of chaſt eares, of- 
fending heauen, and infeCting the aire by thoſe abo- 
minable ſtenches, filths, villanies, and pollutions 
more then infe&tious, deſeruing rather to be covered 
and buried vnder the tombe ofeternall obliuion,then 
to bee vented foorth and brought to light tor to ſee 
theday.. 

Burt yet I doubtthat you will bring me (for an ex- 
cuſe and honeſt cloake of theſe horrible and deteſta- 
ble impicties, and for an argument of my pretended 
and obietted wickedneſle and leuitie of minde) the 
religious pietie, denotion of minde, pertetion of 
manners, complement of virtues,and holineſſe of life, 
of thoſe of the company and condition from which I 
am departed, and haue withdrawne and ſequeſtred 
myſeltc;andalthough that what is ſaid of thoſe before 
bertrue, yet theſe being ſuch (as all the world belee- 
ueth, and the outward appearance teſtifieth and 
bearesrecord of as much) I had no lawfullpretence 
and occaſion todoe what I haue done, ſecing | might 
with 


with facilicie and eaſe (though elſewhere hardly ) 
worke out my ſaluation in that eſtare and condition : 
which is ſo perfe& and compleat, and fo farrediftanc 
andremoued from the enormiries andirregularities 
ofall the reſt of your Church. 

This is that whereuntonow I ſhould neede to 2n- 
ſwerin witnefle of thetruth, in defence of my owne 
innocence,and for the ſimple peoples ſake, who ſuffer 
cthemſelues to be decciued by thele faire ſhewes, out- 
ward appearances, fained and diſſembled perfetions 
and holines, to the end that] might enlighten them, 
bring them out of errour, and make them to ſee the 
truth in his owne and natural brightneſſe. Bur becauſe 


the ſhortnefle of this ſmall declaration cannot ſuffer Azint the or- 
me toſtand vpon it ſufficiently,andſolong as it would 4s of Frers, 


be expedient and needfull, I referre thar partto ano- 
ther Treatiſe and particular diſcourſe, which I will ſer 
out ſhortly (if God permit)wherin I will cauſe plainly 
to bee ſeene by the eye, and tobee touched with the 
fingerofall the world, that which is the truth ofit. In 
the meane time [I ſay in groſle and generall rearmes, 
that theſe are things diſguiſed, and tu!l of myſteries, 
beingnot the ſame within which they are withour, 
like to Sacraments and Parables. The world (ces only 
thecruſt, the barke and theskinne, and lookes no fur- 
ther into it ; whereupon itis and continues ſtil] coule- 
ned and deceiued.Thatſad and demure countenance, 
that pale face, that lumpiſh viſage, that ragged beha- 
uiour, that hollow and low looke, thoſe ftrowning 
browes, are bur as a faire out-fide, a countertcited 
ſtone,and a good face ſer vpon a bad pranke; asa I ra- 


picke [hew, wherein the King oftentimes cone 
H 2- the. 


and namely 


the begger , the wiſe man rhe foole, the proud the 
humble, the rich the poore 3 butwithin and in truth 
ir goesquite otherwiſe. Vnderthat courſe cloth, thar 
browne and gray habit, that weged and contempti- 
ble garment, how much pride, vanitic,ambirion, co- 
uctoulneſſe,defire and affeftion co tronour and glory, 
how much preſumption, good thoughts and opinions 
ofthemſclues, contempt and raſh iudging of others, 
how much enuie, icalouſie, hatred and rancour, and . 
ſuch like, are there couered and hidden ? It cannot be 
conceiued and vnfolded, nay it is incredible, and be- 
yondall imagination tothoſe who haue not thetriall 
— thereof. They are very like tothe tents of 
Arabia, and the pauilions of Salomon, all blacke with- 
out,couered withthe furres and dirtie skinnes of dead 
beaſts, vgly to behold, for raine, duſt and hlch : but 
within all ouer gilded, flouriſhed, ſhining with preci- 
ous ſtones, full of aromaricall odours ; I meane, filled 
withpride, vanitie, preſumprion, arrogancie, and 
ſuch like. Bur yet more fitly and more to our purpoſe 
may they be compared tothe Gods of the Egyptians: 
without were they ingrauen with imboſſements,with 
| tnlaying, guilded, carued, enammelled , and inlaide 
with divers colours, there could nothing be foundſo 
faire, plealing and acceptable; all the world did wor- 
ſhip them, did reuerence vnto them, kneeled before 
them, did offer and ſacrifice to them all the faireſt, 
richeſt, and moſt precious things they had: but with- 
in were nothing but hay, chaffe, and filth, a neaſt for 
roads, adders, and ſerpents. Euen ſoit is with theſe 
men without, and to the outward appearance they 
leeme to be milde, courteous, affable, peaccable,mo- 

deſt 


deſt, treatable, bountifull, humble ; even mildeneſſ: 
and goodneſle it ſelfe, &c, Clothed with coarſe and 
baſe cloth, with a contemprible habit, without ſhirts, 
without hoſen, or ſhooes, with a mortified looke,and 
an orderly pace, &c, andrhere is nothing ſo goodlie 
and perfect in ſhow, they ſeeme to be young Saints, I 
I will not ſay little gods: All the world reſpes, ho- 
nours, and worſhips them (if I may ſo ſpeake) does 
reucrence vntothem, bends the knee beforethem, 
yea offereth and facrificeth vnto them the faireſt, fat- 
reſt, and beſt of all their goods and ſubſtance; but as 
forthe inward, andthat which is within, O ! what a 
ſore of dirt, filth,and villanic is therein ! There is no- 
thing (asIhaucſaid) but pride, vanitic, ambition, 
proud preſumption, arrogance, enuy, icalouſic, and a 
thouſand other ſuch like wickedneſles and miſchiefes, 
altogether incomparable, vnconcciuable, yea ( as 
haue faide) incredible and beyond all thought, to 
thoſe that haue not the trialland praQtiſe hereof. I de- 
{ire no other witneſles thereof, then their owne con- 
ſciences, they know how it ſtands with chem, and wil* 
acknowledge, Jam ſure, and ingenuouſly confeſle ( at 
leaſtin their ſoules) that what | ſay is true : But what? 
I doe not fay the tenth part of it, no notthe hundreth 
of what might be faid : and thewiſeſt,the moſt conſci- 
onable, and honeſt men amongſt them (for there are 
yet ſome ſuch amongſt them, and we muſt give them 
this commendation, and confeffion tothe truth) dove 
not conceale this ; burdoe ſay with a !ouJ and cleere 
voyce, and affirme amongſtthem, thatifmendid 
know and take them to be ſuch asthey are, in ſtead of 


white loaucs and wine, wherewiti: they fill their wat- 
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lersand bottles, they would fling ſtones and fints at 
their heads, and throw them head-long into the 
water. 

Ve willſpeake and diſcourſe hereof, God willing, 
another time more particularly and at large, tothe 
end (as Thavcſaid) that I mightenlighten thoſe fim> 
ple folkes, that ſuffer themſelues to be deceiued vnder 
theſe faire ſhewes and appearances, and fained and 
difſembled perfeCion and ſocietie, and to make them 
to ſee thetruth in his naturall brightneſle. 

Now all what before hath beene ſaid, being as it is, 
and that no man as I thinke,oft iudgement me reaſon, 
and that will neuer ſo little open this eyes to merge 
can be ignorant heereof,, orcallit in queſtion, orho- 
ne{tly deny it : Tudge, ( andthat Tpray you, without 
trouble and paſſion, but with a quiet and ſettled 
minde , and in the ſerenitie of your conſcience;) 
Iudge, I ſay, whether I haue had any iuſt marter and 
occaſion, ro doe what I have done; defiring ro worke 
outiny ſaluation. And whether it bee without caiiſe 

* rhat] have ſeparated and withdrawne my ſelfefrom 
you and your company ; for to vnite and ioyne my 
ſelfe to theſocierie of the Faithfull and true Diſciples 
of our Saujour, and to the true Church, without the 
waich there is no hope of ſaluation. And I am certaine 
and affured (as I hauerold you in the beginning) that 
you ſhall inde meas farre remoued from haſltineſle, 
precipitation, inconſtancie, and inconſideratenefle of 
mindec, and other the like things, which inconfide- 
rately and in ſomewhat too hot a moode you haue 
ovic&edro me, as I comeneereto the truth. 

Now. may it pleaſe Gods ſupreme Maicſtie to en- 

[ "lighten: 


beame of his divine light, for to diſpoſe you ſo, that 

ou may know it, and with mee participate of the 

race, fauour, and — benediQion, wherewith 
it hath pleaſed his goodnefle and pure mercy, without 
any merit of mine, to preuent me, ſatiate, and fill mee 
ſo ſweetly: this I deſire of him with all mine heart, and 
a5farre as the deſires and affetions of my foule can 
attaine vnto; as alſo,thar he will ſtrengthen,confirme, 

and encouragedaily more and more my ſpiric, that 

I may againſtall che endeuours and aſlaults 
of men,of the deuill and hell, continue, 
perſeuere , and die holily in 
this happy vocation.

this world ; then ſhould not 1 
need at this time to declare what I am,whatis my be- 
leefe, and what God hath put into me : for my bap- 
tiſme, mine education and bringing vp would teltifie 
it ; I having beene deſcended from ſuch perſons, 
whereof ſome haue had the feeling of Gods truth

a now twelue yeeres agoe when I was at Rowe: 
(I will fay no more) there mineeyes ſaw wonders, 
butluch as were quite of another nature then thoſe 
which heretofore the Apoſtles (being dire&ted and 
animared by the holy Spirit) brought forth for toau- 
therize and confirme the dofrine of grace. And 
how carefully and induſtriouſly eenct Tea nurtu- 
red in ignorance,and brought vp in the hatred of the 
Religion, and rhe love of Idolatrie, yet I could ne- 
ver bee hindred from perceining that there was a 
great diſproportion betweene the ſtate of thoſe, who 
atthis day doe dominerre ouer the Church, and the 
condition of them, who formerly did feed the flocke 
of Chriftchat was committed vnto them.

more ; God left not in mee his worke vnperfeR, hee 
did put me in-mindeof inquiring a little further, and 
to be informed truly by kimſelfe in nis owne word, 
whether of the two Religions that are receiued in 
this Kingdome might hauethe vpper handinr _— - 
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of the truth,or had moreconformitie vato-this word, 
This enquirie did make mee to reſolue about ſome

ſelfe belecue that by doing much euil I ſhould haue 
good done vnto me; | fled from the preſence of God, 
bur God did make me at length feele that hedeceiues 
himſelfe, which thinkes to {cape by ſwifineſſe from 
before him : he prepaced for me a Whale for ro ſwal- 
low me, but yet not fortodeſtroy me z I waschaſte-:

preſent occurrences, asthey ſhall happen; I haue 
done ſo, rather to ſatisfie your minde, deſirous of 
nouelties, than to pleaſe my ſelfe in ſetting downe 
the troubles of others , that hauc too many of 
mine owne. ' France (as you know) is to mee 
nothing , in regard I am an Engliſhman and a 
- ſtranger to her fafions. Shee is as one of her 
Vineyards, rob'd by French-men in my ſight, 
which ftelth is no lofſe to mee. I ſtand ſafe on 
the ſhore, and beholde her fides beating vpon a 
rocke, the wrackeI feelenot; yetam I bound, in 
common humanitie, rocompaſhonate my neigh- 
bours ſorrow , ſeeing his houſe burning about his 
cares: And doethereforeproteſtto you, that I ſuf- 
fer as much, as if I were a naturall French-man 
borne, in being preſent within ſo goodly a Citie 
as Paris is, when ſhee is full ( ar leaſt looking 
howrely to bee ſo) of turmoiles, vproares, and ci- 
uill combuſtion: and to ſee ſo many thouſands of 
the French (I meane the Par;iens) walke vp and 
downe with ſuch amazed, wilde, and diftrated 
faces ; that if rennebein atroupe together, not 
three of them can ſafely ſweare, that a fourth man 
Is his friend. In cuery | hg yea at every corner, 
the people flocke in heapes, muttering and mux- 
muring ,' and whiſpering one ro another ; and no- 
thing is more expetted, (nay more defired by 
iome)thanthat a ſword may be drawne, tothe end 
that pellmell they may fall to cutting of throates. 
The Townes of France arerich, and fpoiles would 
nowtaſteſweetly, eſpecially to the Peſant , who 
wiſheth 


uantage. For vpon thetwentierwo of _{Yuguf, 
now preſent, (euen this day, in which I write varo 
you) the Prince of Conde beingin Pars, well ac- 
companyed , came tothe Court, where bee had 
not beene long, but he was ſurprizced and carryed 
priſoner to the Louvre , why hee came, and whe- 
ther of himſelic or ſent for, is not in. my know- 
ledge, and if I ſhould ſet downeall whichI heare 
touching the cauſes of this ſurprizall (of whoſe 
true notice I deſirenotto bee guiltic) you might 
thinke mee, either very idle, to call cuery ſhadow 
a ſubſtance, or elſe very bulie to bee ſo inquiſitive 
inthe affaircs of a kingdome, when mine uwne are 
alcogether priuate. I had rather walke vp and 
downe the ftreets of Paris ( albeit with ſome feare 

of danger) than thruſt my head into their Coun- 

cell chambers, and ro meddle with Princes mat- 

ters, which no whit concerne mee. And therefore 

dee I ſparingly deliver you theſe vproares, not 
{carching intothe ground and reachesof them, as 

hearing various and inconftant reports: I giuecare 

to many, but credit few, and dare not (albeit I 
might) viter my owne opinion, becauſe ] am as 
loth to wrong you by this of mine. as that you 

ſhould doe the like ro your friendsin England, by a 
ſecondrelation. The Prince of Conde being ta- 
ken, the Duke of Yandoſme eſcaped: Others ike- 
 Wiſefearing che ſame danger, met withthe ſame 
happy meanes of ſafetie:For the Duke of Bonilon, 


with Trexvoxille , & mary other perſonages _ 


wiſheth to build vpon his countries rvines » and 
to ſet an edge vpon his fury, this occaſion gaue ad- 
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being at a ſermon, hauing notice given, as they 
came from Church,fled;and to make their ſide the 
ſtronger, the Duke Du Aline is ioyn'd with them, 
How theſe Noble-men cameto the knowledge of 
the Prince of Condees ſurprizall, is (euen heere) 
doubrtfull. Some ſay by a French Page, who ſaw 


him carried away, & that he was demanded to de- 4 


liver vp his{word, which he refuſed to do: others 
otherwiſe : Buthowſocuer it happened,it ſcem'd a 
good and miraculons deliuerance ofthe reſt,(who 
hold with him) if at leaſt they turne not that 
preſcruation of themſelues, to the confuſion of 
others. Which the rather is ro bee feared, for 
that hauing (to auoid the blow) turned their 
backes for ſafery, they now ( as it is thought) 
arme their hands with weapons , aſſembling 
chemſclues, and freinds with all their forces at 
S0oiſſons,to make their party (for defence)as ſtrong 
as they can. Now, whether in loue tothe Prince 
of Conde, or in hate for any private reſpet they 
beare the Marqueſſe & Ancres ; a man famous in- 
ough in England and elſe where for exceeding fa- 
uours, done him by the Queene mother in France; 
or whether (asoftenirt ſo happeneth) a deſire of 
doing ſomerhing(rhough neuer ſo ill) ſer the com- 
mon peoples fingers on itching , I know not: But 
preſently vpon ſurprizall of the Prince ( it being 
noyſ{d through, Paris, that hee was ſent priſoner to 
the Zouure) they ranne in heapes and'height of 
tury to the Marqueſies houſe, aſſaulted, entred, and 
rifled it ; making ſpoyle of all that was init, and 
when no other prey could feede them, they ſpene 
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ng the building.downe) which (if bee could have 
$A > gorgen) they ſwore to execute vpon himlelfe. 
In this. waucrting <ltate the 'Kingdome (till ftands. 
Whatthe euent of. theſezroubles will bee, lies inthe 
hands of God onely : the occurrences whereof (as 
hereafrgr ti « halldeliper), L will (as cheſs) ſend vn- 
to you, expeRtiage returne.(byavay. af exchange) 
fromuyau of lomenewes optvf Exeland. And fowith 
viſhezof zour health, 1 bid you farewell, from Pars, 
the wy Auguft, 1616. |
